I have
some amendments basically t o t hi s bi l l whi c h s u bst i t u t e s t h e
health ca re or t he hospital and substitutes for that t he
attending physicians. Under the bill, what happens is that the
hospital is requested to make tests of the patient on t h e
situations where the bill will come into effect. H ospita l s
really don't have patients, it is attending physicians. A nd s o
what my amendment, and they should be passed out right now, does
.'.s substitute patient's attending physicians for the health care
facility and so on for those tests to be done and i t ' s re al l y t o
conform the bill to t he normal course of the way a hospital
operates and works and this bill. . this is a cleanup. I s till
strongly be l i e v e i n t he bi l l . This i s n o t m ad e t ~ g u t t he b i l l
in any manner. It's basically to conform to the way t h at t he
procedures actually work in a hospital. Other things that the
amendment does is allow for the d octor or the attending
physician to be notified if there are any positive test results
and so o n. Ther e has not been any opposition t o t he s e
amendments that I know of and I would ask for its adoption.
